SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The newsletter entitled Uncommon Desires Newsletter Number 24 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The newsletter is given this classification because it both promotes and supports the 
exploitation of children and young persons on a number of levels. The newsletter 
propagates an ideology in favour of paedophilia with the intention of actively promoting 
and publicly advertising this behaviour as being legitimate. The sexual exploitation of 
children and young persons is promoted by attracting an emotional and intellectual 
response from the reader. Once subscribing to the argument that adult-child sexual 
relations are normal and reasonable, the reader is enticed to fantasize about and be 
sexually aroused by imagery sexualising children and young persons, as illustrated in 
photographs and cartoons and described in stories. 

For these reasons the publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act is a deeming provision which cannot be given an interpretation that is 
consistent with the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). In this instance 
therefore, the classification overrides the rights and freedoms outlined in the NZBR 
Act. 
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
